The end of competition between na- 
tions in naval construction was fore- 
geen yesteday by President Hoover, 
Prime Minister MacDonald, of Great 
Britain, and Premier Hamaguchi, of 
Japan, in a world-wide broadcast 


marking the beginning of effective- | 


ness of the London naval treaty. 
The three spoke from the capitals 
of the signatory powers shortly after 
the instruments of ratification had 
been deposited in London. 
. Asserting that the treaty, which 
for the first time binds three major 
paval powers to limitation of all types 
of fighting vessels, marked a step 
forward in international cordiality, 
the three spokesmen of their coun- 


tries expressed hope that France and | 


Italy, which left the London confer- 
ence after they were unable to agree 
upon a tonnage ratio, soon would join 
in signing the pact. . 

“Relinguishment of competitive 
building among the three great nayal 
powers with its consequent contribu- 
tions to the security of the world is 
the greatest significance of this 
treaty,” President Hoover said.

ROME, Oct. 27.—(4)—Premier 
Mussolini sounded a vigorous call for 
all Italy to fight for fascism in a

The duce said that throughout the 
world a “war of calumnies and in- 


Italy would 
stand as the only nation of young 
men while the rest of Europe would 
be “decrepit.” 

The premier said “indirect war’ 
was being made constantly “on the 
kingdom, in preparation for military 
war.” He declared his speeches last 
summer in Tuscany were intended to 
unmask “this hypocritical Europe 


which talks about peace at Geneva 
and prepares for war nevertheless.” 

Some of his other statements were: 

“The moral war now waging is but 
preparatory to a military war.

WAYMAN AND HARVEY BRADBERRY. 


Death sentences of Harvey and‘ 
Wayman Bradberry, Oconee county 
brothers, wer? commuted to life im- 


prisonment Monday by Governor L. 
G. Hardman on the recommendation 
of the state prison commission, The 
Bradberry boys were under sentence 
to die next Friday for the slaying of 
Dock Elder and his wife, Frances, 
negroes. 

Governor Hardman’s order of com- 
mutation declared that the record 
shows that the defendant brothers are 
of weak mentality and were influ- 
enced in the commission of the crime 
by an older person, Raymond Cooper, 
a brother-in-law. Cooper was convict- 
ed of the same crime and received life 
imprisonment. 


The prison commission’s recom- 


p 


mendation to Governor Hardman was 
based upon a report from Dr. A. 8. 
Edwards, head of the psychological 
clinic of the University of Georgia, 
who made a study of the social back- 
ground of the two youths and said 
that their minds resembled those of 
10-year-old children. 

Carlisle Cobb, of Athens; Fred Gil- 
len and Rebert Nicholson, of Watkin- 
son, appeared before Governor Hard- 
man as attorneys for the Bradberry 
brothers. The prosecution was not 
represented except through a letter 
written by the solicitor-general of the 
circuit to the state prison commis- 
sion asking that the commutation not 
be granted. Robbery and bad feeling 
between Cooper and the negro couple 
were said to have been motives for the 
slaying. 


RODMAN 1S GUEST 
AT NAVY BANQUE! 


‘Visitine-Admiral-le Her 


ored at Event Climaxing 
Observance Here. 


Admiral Hugh Rodman, U. 8S. N., 
was guest of honor at a banquet given 
at the Biltmore hotel Monday night 
under auspices of the Navy League 
of the United States in celebration of 
Navy Day. 

The occasion climaxed a day’s pro- 
gram in which Atlanta joined with 
the rest of the nation in paying honor 
to the naval branch of the nation’s 
defensive service. “Navy Day” was 
founded by President Theodore Roose- 
velt, who was an ardent advocate of a 
United States navy equal to any in 


the world.. 

Admiral Rodman made no formal 
address at the banquet, reserving his 
set speech for a radio broadcast he 
made at 10 o'clock over WSB. In 
this radio talk he explained why naval 
men, although probably greater lovers 
of peace than any civilian group or 
organization, advocate a navy equal 
or stronger than any other as a means 
of insuring that peace. 

He argued that a second rate navy 
was no better than no navy at all, 
and illustrated by referring to the 
utter poaverlessness of the German 
navy during the World War. “The 
German navy,” he said, “was 80 per 
cent as strong as the British, yet 
Germany did practically no good at 
all, because that extra 20 per cent 
gave the British the overwhelming ad- 
vantage.” 

Navies Lend Security. ; 

He declared that the world will be 
ready to discard its navies and live 
in security when a city such as At- 
lanta is ready to discard its police 
force and know that it will not be 
troubled with crime..

Mrs. Yoeum Receives 


Second Letter Believed 
From Abductors. 


GALVA, 4. Oct. 27.—(4)—The 
mystery surrounding the sudden dis- 


appearance Saturday of Earl Yocum, 
Galva bank president, was intensified 
today by receipt of a second special 
delivery [etter mailed to Mrs. Yocum 
from nearby Kewanee, III, 

County authorities, believing the 
bank president might have been the 
victim of an extortion ring in Chi- 
chago, had conducted an extensive 
search for Yocum, but suddenly drop- 
ped the case after the missing bank- 
er’s wife declined to take them into 
her confidence. 

Any future moves, they said, were 
“up to Mrs. Yocum.” 

Yocum, president of banks at Galva 
and Aurelia, Iowa, was believed kid- 
naped by two men who accosted him 
in front of his home Saturday night, 
and the receipt of two special deliv- 
ery letters by his wife strengthened 
the theory that he was being held for 
ransom. 

Other than revealing that one of 
the letters was in her husband's hand- 
writing and that he was “all right,” 
Mrs. Yocum refused to discuss the 
case, even with county authorities. 

The fact that the first letter, re- 
ceived late Sunday night, was mailed 
in Chicago led to the supposition that 
Yocum, the richest man in Galva, was 
being held in that city by a band of 
extortionists. The second letter, how- 
ever, which arrived today, was -post- 
marked Kewanee, Ill, near Galva, 
throwing the whole case into con- 
fusion again. 


28 Miners Trapped

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—(?)—A na- 
tional referendum on prohibition was 
advocated tonight by Chairman Ras- 
kob, of the .-mocratie national com- 
mittee, in a radio address outlin::- a 
six-point program for the democrats 
“if they were in power.” 

Speaking over the National Broad- 
casting chain, Raskob also urged a 
five-day week for workingmen and as- 
serted no country in the world “was 
ever in as splendid position to go 
forward and enjoy a period of pros- 
perity as our country is today.” He 
adc .d that “business is now turning 
upward.” 

In addition, the democratic national 
chairman advocated hearings by the 
federal trade commission to determine 
in advence whether proposed combina- 
tions were desirable, abolishment of 
the capital gain and capital loss tax, 
taking the tariff out of politics, and 
caution by congress in making sure 
proposed legislation “squares with 
good economics, and an effort to 
mote p rity.” 


“The republicans ask what would 
the democrats do if they were in 
power,” Raskob said. “I gladly sug- 
gest some of the things to be done.” 

Raskob, director of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment, 
said there was “no one in this country 
that can have any misgivings as to 
where I stand on the prohibition ques- 


tion.” He added there “seems to be 
very little serious attempt to really 
enforce.” 

“It is a sorry plight indeed,” he 
continued, “to see sincere and well

Governor-Elect Hits 
Doctrine of Separation 


of Church and State in}. 
Speech at Athens. 


ATHENS, Ga., Oct.’ 27.—Belief 
that Georgians have, along with other 
Americans, become so attached to the 
doctrine of separation of church and} 
state that they neglect their own. po- 
litical ‘welfare was expressed by Gov- | 
ernor-elect Richard B. Russell, 
in an address here at the First | 
| Methodist church. He said he firmly ; 
believes in the organic separation of | 


‘church and state, however. 


The governor-elect, speaking under 
auspices of the board of stewards of 
the church to a large crowd of lay- 
made an appeal to the religious 
people of Georgia to aid him in dis- 
charging the duties which he assumes 
next June. Disclaiming any motive 
of injecting the church into politics, 
the future governor declared that 
Americans have, in their zeal to pre- 
vent the church and state from en- 
croaching upon each other's’ spheres 
of activity, relegated the state to 
secondary consideration, if not into a 
realm into which their self respect 
forbids them enter. “They look upon 
politics somewhat like the lepers of 
old were regarded,’ he said. 


Mr. Russell’s appeal to the church 
people of Georgia to take more inter- 
est in politics, and thus serve their 
own interests, is regarded as some- 
what of a precedent by observers 
here, who point out that they do not 
recall any incoming chief executive 
appealing to church members to take 
a part in governmental] affairs, and 
so help place politics on a_ higher 


plane. 
Mr. Russell cited the story of Jesus 
and the Roman coin, when He replied 


to an inquiry about whether His fol- : 


lowers should pay tribute to Rome 
with the admonition, “Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar's 
and unto God the things that are 
70d's.” He said that Jesus recognized 


the necessity of people taking part! 


in the conduct of the government un- 
der which they live. 

Governor-elect Russell is leader of 
a Bible class in the Winder Meth- 
odist church, and was invited to ad- 
dress the laymen of the First Meth- 
odist church here by Dr. R. C. Wil- 
son. chairman of the board of stew- 
ards.

limit all types of fighting vessels. 

“Tt is a pleasure to felicitate the 
peoples of Great Britain and Japan, 
and the people of this country, upon 
the conclusion of a sound and reason- 
able agreement between them. fair to 
all and dangerous to none, which has 
been accepted by each nation as af- 
fording adequate protection and which 
substitutes for suspicion and competi- 
tion mutual trust, good-wil] and con- 
fidence,” President Hoover said. 

At the same time he expressed a 
hope that France and Italy would 
eventually reach an agreement and be- 
come full partners in the treaty. 

Making Efforts.

Mr. Hoover's address, which took 
six minutes to deliver and was trans- 
mitted by radio to everv section of 
the world, along with those of the 
representatives of the other two gov- 
ernments, follows in full text:

Prime Minister MacDonald and Pre- 
mier Hamaguchi are joining with me 
in speaking to you to mark the sig- 
nificance of this realization of further 
advancement in the world’s hopes of 
a practical limitation of naval arma- 
ment. 

“The task begun 18 months ago for 
the limitation of all types of naval 
vessels thus draws to a close. The 
naval powers have bridged obstacles 
and achieved an understanding to 
relieve their peoples of excessive na- 
val burdens. Three of these powers 
commanding 
world’s naval forces have turned 
away from rivalry in armaments, and 
disproportionate growth of their na- 
vies is now prevented by an arrange- 
ment founded in common sénse. 

_ Great Significance. 

“This relinquishment of competitive 
building among the three great naval 
powers with its consequent contribu- 
tion to the security of the world is 
the greatest significance of this 
treaty. If the limitations now estab- 
lished can be maintained we may look 
forward with assurance to the fact 
that future conferences will‘ find it 
easier to bring about further steps 
in reduction. It is the fervent pray- 
ers of right-thinking men and women 
of this generation that the interna- 
tional confidence which has been so 
patiently and single-mindedly achieved 
may endure so that the agreements 


be extended. Never again must a race 
in naval armaments be allowed to 
develop. 

“France and Italy are not as yet 
full partners in the London treaty. 
They have been making active efforts 
within the last few months to arrive 
at a complete understanding.

It was some time be- 
fore the existence of the problem, and 
its dangers and difficulties, became 
apparent. Various efforts were made 
toward its solution, but they seemed 
to lead to no result, and the leading 
naval powers were rapidly drifting 
towards an impasse, with the pros- | 
pect before them of a renewal of the 
wasteful competition and crushing ex- | 
penditure which had been temporarily | 
urrested at Washington. 


Danger Averted. 


“This dangerous possibility was 
averted at London. The assidious 
labors exerted in 1927 at Geneva were 
not without fruit, but paved the way 
for a welcome measure of disarma- 
ment. An understanding was reached 
between Japan, the British common- 
wealth of nations and the United 
States to put an end to competitive 
building in all categories of auxiliary 
combatant vessels. Nor is that tri- 
partite agreement relating to auxiliary 
craft the only outstanding feature of 
the work of the London conference. 
A treaty embodying further provisions, 
designed to reinforce the limitation 
of naval armaments laid down in the 
Washington treaty, and to regulate 
the activity of submarines in con- 
formity with the dictates of humanity, 
was elaborated and signed by the five 
principal naval powers committed to 
one and the same noble end. 

“I feel it a great privilege to have 
contributed, so far as in me lay, to 
this happy result. The new treaty is 
bound to exercise an immense moral 
influence on the growing conscious- 
ness of mankind. It is a striking 
demonstration of mutual confidence 
and good will among the nations, and 
I congratulate the people of all the 
participating countries on such a sig- 
nal achievemeut. I know that nothing 
is nearer the heart of every thinking |

He says: 

“Fall always brings around arguments about how football 
should be played and how the game should be scored. This is 
particularly true when one of our teams has been beaten in a 
close game—you know, one of these 7-6 affairs. This season 
has been no different from others and I have heard many of the 
old arguments such as scoring first downs. Now I have a bril- 
liant idea. 

“Not so long ago in basketball, you remember, regardless of 
who was fouled, one man did all the chunking for a side. | recall 
when Flake Laird played forward for U. S. B. and simply could 
not miss. Lining up for the throw was a mere formality. Now 
that rule is changed and for the better; the. man fouled chunks 
for himeelf.
